Investigation of alleged graft in the se- 
selection of postoffice sites in Columbia, 
Moberly, Kirksville, Louisiana, Joplin and 
Nevada was begun by the federal grand- 
jury at Hannibal, Mo., Tuesday morning, 
under instructions from Judge Elmer B. 
Adams. 

United States District Attorney D. P.

Dr. E. C. Runge, superintendent of the 
St. Louls Insane Asylum, who has pre- 
sented his resignation to Mayor Wells, 
went before the St. Louis grandjury at 
noon Tuesday after a half hour’s con- 
ference with Circuit Attorney Folk.

and Kiely had been waiting since 10 
o'clock. having been summoned to ap- 
pear at that hour. Mr. Frye spent only 
about ten minutes there.

ALL THEATERS 
IN CHICAGO TO 
STAY LINED 


The Mayor Is Firm and Declares That 
the Law in Regard to’ Places of 
Amusement Will Be Enforced 
Strictly to the Letter. 


EVEN LOWER FLOORS 
CANNOT BE OPENED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. &.—There is no probabil- 
ity of an immediate opening of the Chi- 
cago theaters, closed as a result of the 
Iroquois disaster. 

To a delegation of managers represent- 
ing half of the local houses, Mayor Har- 
rison reiterated today his determination 
to insist on a fulfillment of the letter of 
the law “even to the dotting of an “Il or 
the crossing of a “‘t,”’ and declared that no 
concessions would be made in the matter 
of opening the lower floors pending the 
completion of the changes ordered by the 
authorities. 

The managers who called at the city hall 
to see the mayor today included George 
Raymond of the Great Northern, John H. 
Mears of Powers’, George Warren of Mc- 
Vicker’s, R. I. Crescy of the Marlowe, Sid- 
ney Euson of Sam T. Jack’s, Mrs. Nelson 
of the People’s and Lincoln J. Carter of the 
Criterion. 

Neither the Grand Opera House nor the 
Studebaker Theater were represented. The 
@mnanagement of the Garick was likewise ab- 
sent. 

The mayor listened to the suggestions of 
the managers, and then declared that there 
would be no recession from his position— 
that the matter was up to the council. 

As the delegation filed out of the office 
Mrs. Nelson of the People’s Theater asked 
the mayor if he intended to close the stores 
which are said to be violating the safety 
ordinances. 

‘The department stores will be attended 
to,"’ asserted the mayor. 

Before the interview was declared at an 
end it was decided to hold another con- 
ference later in the day, at which members 
of the council who are bullders, the may- 
or and the managers would be present. 

Here are the facts concerning the Iro- 
quois Theater disaster, eo far ag they are 
known: 

Total number of dead, 589; of these 5385 
have been identified and 4 remain unidenti- 
fied. 

The fire was cauged by drape curtain 
blowing against a ‘Rood light.”’ 

Asbestos curtain was stopped in ita de- 
scent by a reflector set in its way. The 
man whose duty it was to attend to the 
asbestos curtain was not at his post. 
Neither was the stage manager nor the 
head carpenter. 

Some of the exits were closed, none was 
marked and many were hidden from the 
view of the audience by draperies. 

Nearly all of the employes were absent 
or deserted thelr posts when the alarm of 
fire was shouted. 

The house was in darkness when the fire 
started in the wings. The lights were not 
turned on to aid the panic-stricken people 
in getting out. 

The theater was overcrowded, in violation 
of the city ordinance, standing room having 
been sold to several hundred persons. 

The theater was not provided with auto- 
matic sprinklers, as the ordinance requires. 

There was no fire alarm box in connec- 
tion with the theater. 

None of the scenery was fireproof. 


Aisles were said to have been blocked 
in violation of the ordinance.

There was disregard of city ordinances 
regarding the protection of electric lamps 
on the stage. 

That many places “ worship in Chicago 
are not entirely safe from a fire disaster 
such ag occurred in the Iroquois Theater 
is now admitted by church trustees. The 
first step has been taken by the Hyde Park 
Baptist Church to secure improved condi- 
tions. The board of trustees, at a meeting, 
have decided to write to Mayor Harrison 
and ask him to have a competent building 
inspector examine the church. 

Use of the Iroquois Theater site as a 
memorial, through the erection of a suita- 
blé church or memorial building to replace 
the present seared, scarred structure was 
pureeates today. The idea is to emulate 
the people of Vienna, who, in memory of 
1881, have erected a magnificent church on 
its site. 


ALL PUBLIC HALLS CLOSED 


Practically Impossible to Hold Meet- 
ings Outside of Churches for 


Several Weeks. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—All public halls, dance 
halls and turnverein halls and all similar 
places of public assemblage were closed to- 
day until an inspection has shown that 
they are complying with all provisions of 
the building ordinance. 

It will be several weeks before public 
meetings can be held outside of churches. 
As there are upward of 400 halls:in Chi- 
cago, ranging in size from those that will

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FOR THE PUBLIC SAFETY 
The full reports in the Sunday Post-Dispatch on the condi- 
tions existing in St. Louis theaters with regard to exits, fire 
prevention appliances and other life-saving devices point out 
clearly, in the light of the Chicago horror, the duty of both 
theater managers and municipal authorities. 
1. The ordinance relating to fire protection in theaters is prac- 


tically a dead letter. A new law must be passed. 
Building Commissioner Heimburger and his assistant are 


now going over a bill which is pending and which should be 
effective. -The law should be made as nearly perfect as pos- 
sible and should be rigidly enforced. 

2. St. Louis theaters are not up to the standard in the matter 
of exits and appliances for the prevention of fire and the min- 


imizing of the consequences of panic. 
In some of the theaters it is impussible to enforce the stand- 


ard at once because they are faulty in construction. Suffi- 
cient exits on all sides have’ not been provided and perhaps 
cannot be provided without reconstruction. In all of the 
theaters all of the opportunities to provide exits, to widen 
and light stair cases, to put in fire escapes should be utilized. 
The management's of theaters should be compelled at any cost 
to make provisions for easy exits in sufficient number to guar- 
antee the rapid egress of the audience from every part of the 
house. These exits must be kept open during the perform- 
ance. 

8. Although the investigation shows that theater manage- 
ments have provided fairly good appliances for the prevention of 
fire, yet they are still lacking in important particulars suggested 
by Chicago’s experience and by Assistant Building Commissioner 
Smith. There are no metal fire curtains, the proscenium arches 
are not fireproof, and the scenery and woodwork have not been 
treated with non-combustible materials. The fire vents are not 
sufficient. The drilling of the employes of the theaters has been 


neglected. 
All of these things must be corrected at the earliest pos- 


“ible moment. Immediate improvements which will prac- 
tically guarantee the prevention of another fire horror should 
be insisted upon. The theaters are licensed and the mayor has 
the police power to enforce safeguards. He should enforce 
these safeguards on the penalty of closing the theaters. 

Building Commissioner Heimburger’s investigation of the 
theaters shows that the authorities are to some extent aroused 
to the necessity of action. Unless this work is vigorously 
pressed it will be of smal] value. Within a year Chicago had 
fan agitation of the question of -preventing fire and minimizing 
the consequences of panic in theaters of that city, but practical 
results amounted to nothing, because both theater managers 
and city officials dropped the subject the moment public agi- 
tation ceased. 

The work the Post-Dispatch has outlined should not be con- 
fined to theaters alone. It should be carried to the halls 
throughout the town and to buildings where public meetings 

are held, to school houses, churches and other halls frequently 
packed by assemblages, where fire would certainly resuit in a 
tremendous destruction of life. 

If the right work is’ done now, if inspection is maintained 
and the laws are vigorously enforced, St. Louis will be safe 
from danger of the horror which plunged Chicago into mourn- 
ing. 
It will pay every theater manager in St. Louis to make his 
house safe by extreme precautions. An assurance of safety to 
the public will greatly increase the theater BApr.

More welcome to him than the gong w4s 
the act of Referee Ryan when he lifted 
the gloves of both fighters, thus announc- 
ing the fight a draw, in his opinion. Thir- 
teen hundred persons who assembled about 
the ringsids applauded either the aecision 
or the bout—possibly both. 

Attell, master of all his old-time clev- 
erness and with courage, fortified by the 
knowledge that Forbes, terrific jolts were 
mizzled with eight-ounce gloves—pillows 
they looked to those accustomed to the 
light knuckle coverings customary in ‘m- 
portant fighis—fought a wonderful battle, 
He feinted Forbes into knots In the earl- 
ler rounds and landed, though lightly, time 
and again. 

The conditions under which the fight was 
battled marred it for those who relish in 
fierce punishment and knockouts. The 
law here prescribes heavy gloves for all 
fighters, and arrest is the penalty follow- 
ing a. knockout. At the start both men were 
manifestly fearful of incurring the of- 
ficial displeasure and for three rounds 
their blows were taps.
